The trinl 
of Peter Dabovloh, as 
cashier of the broken Sutter Creek 
S ta te Bank, was com m enced in the 
superior couttjM onday. 
The defend­ 
a n t is charged with em bezzlin g minis 
coniided to his caie as an official 
of 
the bank, 
particularity money paid 
fo r drafts on New York 
by V. 
\V. 
N orton, rhe draftH b eing returned to 
to the seuder dishonored and protest­ 
ed . 
There was little trou b le in selecting 
a jury from the regular panel. 
Earlv 
M onday morning the tw elv e impartial 
m en had been seoured. 
They were: 
H arvey Clark. George 
Courtrlght, J. 
C. Dima, 
V. U n ilian i, 
A lex Adams. 
CharleH Lorentz, J. 
11. 
Griffin, S. 
(J. Stowers, A. L. Walt. George Pres­ 
to n , A. C. Hamrick and J. P. Holtz. 
T he defendant was represented by 
W. (J. Snyder, assisted by his brother, 
J . P. Snyder, of Calaveras county, 
w h ile district attorney 
V iciu i ooh- 
d u cted the case for th e people. 
T h e first move of th e prosecution 
was to introduce the a rticles of incor­ 
poration of Sutter Creek State Bank. 
Then Fred Eudey was called to the 
stan d . 
By him it was shown that 
th e defendant was the cashier of the 
bank. 
As receiver th e witness took 
charge of the books and assets of the 
bank. 
The minute book was pro­ 
d u ced and recognized as that given to 
h im purporting to be th e minutes of 
th e bank. 
It was offered in evldenoe, 
b u t ruled out on the objeotiou of the 
d efen se, 
on 
the 
ground 
that the 
proper foundation for its admission 
bad not been laid, as th ere was noth­ 
in g to show 
that th e minutes had 
been correctly kept. 
V. 
W. 
Norton, 
th e 
com plaining 
w itn ess was then called. 
H e testified 
th at he was maobinest at Knight & 
G o's, foundry, and had known the 
d efen d a n t ever since he was employed 
at the Sutter Creek bauk. 
On the 
7th of December, 1901, be bought two 
d ra fts from the bank 
od th e Metro­ 
p o lita n 
bank of New York; 
one for 
8117.21, 
and 
the other 
for 868.78. 
u a v e defendant the m on ey for these 
a t th e bank, and placed th e same in 
an 
envelope 
and 
forwarded same 
d irected to the suprem e secretary 1. 
O. 1*’. 
at Toronto, 
C anada. 
Paid 
60c for the drafts, w hich 
was taken 
o u t of his own personal aocouut at 
th e bank. 
About ten d a y s thereafter 
received a letter to the effect that the 
d raft had 
been dishonored and pro­ 
tested . 
Did you know 
what had be­ 
c o m e of this letter. 
R ecognized a re­ 
c e ip t shown him for 81.20 as the one 
h e g o t for the charges tor the two 
d rafts. 
Got 
the protested 
drafts 
a b o u t two weeks later. 
These were 
produced and identified 
by the wit­ 
n ess, and the one for 8117.21 was a d ­ 
m itte d in evidence, to tbo extent of 
tbo face of the draft. 
A fte r ieceiving 
back 
the 
draft, he 
saw 
Dabovich 
a b o u t it, and requested that he give 
back the money he had paid tor same. 
D efen dan t told him ho need not be 
w orried about it, that h e 
would be 
p erson ally responsible, 
and that be 
w ou ld seo that lie got 
his 
money. 
Thereafter he received a 
telephone 
m essage from defendant to the eifeot 
th a t baük comm issioner 
Lynch was 
in oh aige of the bauk, 
and lie could 
n o t let him have the m ou ey , as tne 
c o m m is s io n e r would 
riot 
allow 
it. 
Saw him afterwards, 
and requested 
h im to give him s o m e th i n g iu writing 
th at he would be p e rs o n a lly respo ns­ 
ib le tor the amounts p a id . 
Defen dan t 
rep lied , “ Cut it out; 1 d o n ’t want to 
say 
any 
more 
about 
i t . ’’ 
Frank 
S oruoco was present at 
th e time, 
as 
c u s t o d i a n and v ic e - p re sid e n t of the 
b a u k . 
Soraeoo said he was going bo- 
Jow sh oitly, and would 
s to p over at 
N ile s and see the p r e s id e n t, Jucks on 
D e n n is, and endeavor to get him to 
d o s o m e th i n g about it. 
Wbeu bo got 
th e d r a f t s bo wrote a c o u n t e r ebook, 
at th e 
request 
of 
tbo d efen d an t, 
c o v e r i n g the amounts, 
us the d e fe n d ­ 
a n t s a id it gave him less tr o u b l e in 
k e e p i n g the books. 
Drew a check 
for U1J ce nts on Ban F r a n c i s c o bauk 
tor exobauge. 
I t was b i ought n u t on cross-exam- 
i n u t i u u th a t one dru tt f o r 870.78 p u r ­ 
c h a se d a t the suuio t i m e as th e draft 
fo r 8117.21 had been paid'. 
T h e other 
d r a t t fo r 868.78 was b o u g h t on J a n u ­ 
ary M, 19(18, and wus r e t u r n e d p rotest­ 
ed. 
Wituess stutod t h a t ho had a 
r e g u l a r aooouut w4tH t h e S u t t e r Creek 
b a u k . uud drew upon it. l i e wus givou 
u pass hook, upon which 
wus entered 
all a m o u n t s paid and w it h d r a w n . 
Ho 
h a d p u t ill u claim to t h e receiver of 
th e b r o k e n hank for t h e aggirgute 
a m o u n t 
of 
the d i s h o n o r e d drafts, 
w hich clai m wus duly s w o r n to. 


With the conclusion of th e testim ony 
ot th e com plaining witness the prose­ 
cu tio n rested, to the nmazem ent of 
everyone present. 
A short adjournment was then taken 
to 
enable 
the defense to frame a 
m otion . 
Upon reassem bling J. P, 
S n yd er moved the rourt to instruct 
tho iu rv to acquit the defen d an t on 
the ground that the 
prosecution had 
u tterly , failed to 
make o u t a prima 
facie case. 
It was argued that there 
was n o evidence to show that, the de 
fondant, had appropriated 
any money 
for h is own benefit, that the sums 
alleged to have been em bezzled were 
the 
property of 
the S u tte r Creek 
State Hank, and not at th e aomplniu- 
ing w itness; that the d efend an t issued 
the draft iu the usual 
and ordinary 
transaction of a banking business. 
The motion was tem porarily denied, 
u n til th e evidence for the defense was 
su bm itted , whou it might be renewed. 
At th e reassembling of the court 
T uesday after the noon 
recess, 
the 
d efen se called 
F. N. Horacco. 
He 
said 
that in the conversation with 
N o rto n , after the closing of the bank, 
when N orton wanted defen d an t 
to 
give him something in 
w riting 
to 
show that he, 
defendant, 
would be 
personally responsible for the pro­ 
tested drafts, that Dabovich told him 
he co u ld not do so, aud d id not say, 
“ out it o u t .” 
T he 
defense 
ottered 
n o 
further 
testim on y. 
C ounsel for defendant renew ed 
the 
m otion for the court to iu struct the 
jury to acquit ou the grou nd 
that 
there was no evidenoe to 
warrant 
a 
co n viction . 
'The noint 
was 
raised 
that th e money involved in 
the al­ 
leged em bezzlem ent was th e property 
of th e 
bank, 
and not o f the com ­ 
p lain in g 
witness. 
Upon 
th is point 
the 
cou rt took a 
recess u n til 
3 
o ’clock , to enable both sid es to look 
up auth orities iu support 
of 
their 
respective 
contentions. 
A t 
four 
o 'clo ck the oourt excused the jury 
until th e follow ing m orning, to give 
further tim e to look up authorities 
bearing upon this knotty problem . 


On 
Wednesday 
m orning 
after 
a u th orities had been 
loo k ed

the oou rt denied the 
m o tio n fqr a | 
in stru ction to acquit, and 
held that 
It was a matter tor the jury. 
'The defense called V. W. 
Norton,

Editorial Column. 


UNSTABLE DEMOCRACY. 


The democrats are gradually coming over to the indorse­ 
ment of the protective tariff policy as advocated by the re­ 
publicans. Under that policy this country has prospered 
marvelously, to a degree never before witnessed in the annals 
of the world. This issue is abont the only material point of 
divergence existing at present between the republican and 
democratic parties. Of course there is a sectional feeling in 
the south against the colored race, and this will tend to keep 
the democracy alive as a distinct political organization. But 
as an exponent of any distinctive political principle the 
democracy has ceased to exist. For years it has been shift­ 
ing its position in the hope of striking the popular favor, 
and getting control of the patronage of the government. 
From this lack of settled principles it has steadily lost 
ground, until to-day it is the mere wreck of a once power­ 
ful organization. One after another doctrine has been 
adandonéü, in favor of the republican view, and now the last 
line of demarcation between the two forces is being obliter­ 
ated by advocacy of protection. The democratic members of 
congress from Louisiana want a stiff duty on sugar, those 
from Texas want the duty on hides retained, from other 
southern states tobacco must be protected, and so on all 
down the line of the industries of the south. In Missouri 
lead and zinc duties must not be reduced, and Alabama is in 
favor of the iron industry being protected# through the 
tariff. 
In striking contrast with this instability stands the re­ 
publican party. It has never for a moment wavered in its 
adherence to protection of home industry by a sufficient 
duty to offset the difference between the high priced labor of 
the United States and the low wages paid in foreign countries. 
The application of this principle is coextensive with the 
national domain. Every industry whether in the north, 
south, east or western states, is entitled to equal and adequate 
protection. 


QUESTIONABLE TACTICS. 


It is very evident to impartial observers that the so-called 
graft prosecution in San Francisco has degenerated—if it 
ever was prompted by laudable motives—into a desire to 
gratify private spleen rather^than promote the public welfare. 
It is a disgraceful condition of affairs, when on an average 
two or three hundred men have to be examined in order to 
get one fair-minded man to try an issue between the people 
of the state and a defendant charged with crime. If such a 
precedent were to be the rule, criminal trials would come to 
an end. The expense involved would be too heavy for the 
taxpayers to bear. But this case of Calhoun is unprecedent­ 
ed, and the difficulties encountered in the empanelment of 
a jury are wholly attributable to the tactics of the prose­ 
cution aided and abetted by a prejudiced portion of the press, 
and the horde of spies and hirelings whose business seems 
to be to shape public opinion by their own jaundiced views. 
The pernicious system inaugurated in San Francisco of 
sending out emissaries beforehand to find out the views of 
prospective jurors is productive of revil, and cannot be per­ 
sisted in without undermining the whole fabric of trial by 
jury. Even San Francisco, with its vast wealth, could not 
stand the financial drain of the adoption of this method as 
the rule in criminal practice. As for country districts it 
would mean taxation to an intolerable extent, and extra­ 
vagant taxation means general discontent and distress. As 
an incident of this system of espionage, the private safes of 
the United Railroads of San Francisco were broken open 
under the claim of a search warrent last Sunday, for alleged 
stolen papers belonging to the prosecution, papers purport­ 
ing to be the views of prospective jurors concerning the 
Calhoun case. The execution of the search warrant ou a 
non-legal day, when courts were not open for a counter 
move, was suspicious in itself. The plea of searching for 
lost or stolen papers was insincere apparently, the real object 
probably being a search for incriminating evidence against 
Calhoun, with the hope of steming the popular tide, which 
the examination of jurors has shown to be strongly in his 
favor. W e do not believe that these tactics have covered the 
prosecution with glory. Calhoun, it must be admitted, has 
borne himself all through this seemingly endless trial with 
becoming dignity, in striking contrast with the prosecution 
and we might add the persecution side of the case. The 
course of the San Fraucisco Call, with its villainous car­ 
toons, and malicious articles to prejudice the public agaiust 
a defendant ou trial, will not meet the approval offairminded 
citizens.

Amador County, 


Descriptive Article 


Amador county comprises an area of 
•548 square miles. 
I t lies on the wes­ 
tern slope of Sierra Novad» mountains, 
andem oraces within its 
erritory all 
th e diversity of valley 
loothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—The clim ate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county i» as gonial 
and healthful asean be found anywhere 
in California. 
As clim ate is one of the 
most valuable assets of this favored 
state in attracting population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its clim atic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and ap­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those in less favored states, 
b u t for the residents of other parts of 
California. The tem perature alone the 
central portion rarely falls below 30 
degrees above zero In winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degrees in the sum­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in the settled 
districts, and novor remains on the 
ground for more th a n a few hours. 
Of 
courso, in the high mountain regions 
of eastern Amador th e snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of the 
entire Siorra N evada range. The sum­ 
m er season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; p erm itting of sound, re­ 
freshing slumber. 
E’ogs are rare, cy­ 
clones are unknown, thunderstorm s are 
infrequent. 
Gold Mining.—T h e county, although 
rich in other sources of wealth, com­ 
paratively untouched, is noted prin­ 
cipally for her q u artz mines. 
The 
deepest gold mines in America are lo­ 
cated here. 
The Kennedy mine is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
3000 feet below the surface, with every 
indication that the pay-oro extends to 
a much greater d epth. 
Since the dis­ 
covery of gold, the county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world’s 
supply of the precious metal. 
The 
mines are still yielding a t the rate of 
about two million 
dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this w ealth is produced by 
eig h t or ten mines operating on what 
i9 called the “m other lode,” stretching 
clear across the county In a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of twenty 
miles. The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish em ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
This 
industry is still in its infancy. 
The 
unexplored territory, even along the 
main gold belt, is far in excess of the 
ground th at has actually been worked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to­ 
day one of the most inviting fields to 
be found anywhere in th e world for the 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold m ining, not alone along 
th e m other lode, h u t also in the almost 
untouched mineralized country ot the 
east belt, some te n o r twelve miles from 
the main lode. 
— 
Besides gold, we h ave copper, d e 
posits of pottery, eoal, imarbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
Agricultural Capabilities —The agri­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not excel, 
th e mineral riches. 
T h e valley lands 
will produce an y th in g that cun be 
grown in the most favored sections. 
In the foothill lands all kinds of decid­ 
uous fruits thrive: also all kinds of 
vegetable are raised where irrigation 
is practicable along th e numerous water 
courses. 
Further up in the mountains, 
a t an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, the 
soil is admirably adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A read y market for 
many times the q uantity now raised of 
these commodities can be found lin the 
various mining towns. 
Grape culture and winemaking are 
becoming im portant industries, both 
th e grapes and wine commanding a 
better price than th e product of the 
lowland. 
Landis cheap com pared with other 
California lands. Im proved farms may 
be secured for one-fourth the price 
cu rren t lu some places. 
Unimproved 
lands can be hud from $5 to $10 per 
acre. 
It does not require a fortune to 
buy a small ranch. 
T h e re is room for 
a large addition to bur agnculural pop­ 
ulation. 
Vast tracts now devoted to 
cattle ranges m ight be made the homes 
of hundreds of prosperous farmers. 
Amador has a populasionof less than 
12000. Three fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of th re e miles above 
and below the mineral belt. 
Jackson, tho county seat, has about 
2500 inhabitants, and isan incorporated 
city ol the sixth class. 
O ther towns 
are Sutter Creek, A m ador City, Dry- 
town, Plymouth, Volcano, Pine Grove 
and Olotu. lone City is the metropolis 
of tile valley section, a thriving town 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
'I') <• immunity is law abiding. Bdu- 
facilities are excellent. 
A 
.oiiihouse is 
within easy roach of 
nearly every family. T h ere is oue high 
school, located at lone. 
T he assessment roll for 1007 Is $5.­ 
800,793, and the tax ra te for both state 
and county purposes $2 on the $100. 
Tho Southern Paeillo has a branch 
railroad running to lone. 
From this 
point the lone und K us tern ruilroml ex­ 
tends 11 miles furlhor to the mining 
section. 
T ho various religious denominations 
and fraternal organizations are well 
represented.

that needed to produce asphyxiation. 
Air with so small au ad m ix tu re as 
fifteen one-hundredths of 1 p er cent 
of the gas makes a “ distinctly d a n ­ 
gerous’’ inhalant, and tba p ro portion 
alleged to be tound in tobacoo would 
easily acco u n t for the dizziness.short­ 
ness of breath and palpitations ex ­ 
perienced by exoessive smokers. 
if it be dem onstrated that carbon 
monoxide should be feared by smok- 
rs, it ought to become profitable tor 
the cigar 
manufacturers 
to 
make 
brands und devise methods th a t will 
produce th e gas in minimum q u a n ­ 
tity, while taking advuutage of the 
mellower q ualities of tobacco. 
M ean­ 
while tho L ancet's 
com parison 
of 
pipe and cigurettte is useful iu show ­ 
ing that tho cigarette would be less 
pernicious wore it not that the cig ar­ 
ette user is inoie addicted to inhaling 
the sm oke.—New York Times.

ly, also It was 
the custom 
to allow 


the[dofendant, 
who had glveu bonds, 


tolbave bia liberty while the trial was 
in progress. 
Tho bonds -would bold 


not only for the 
nppeiironoe 
of 
the 


defendant for trial, but for his ap- 
pearance 
for seutenoe In the eveut of 


a conviction, 
it has 
been 
noticed, 


however, in tue case of Peter Dabo- 
vin'j, who gave bunds tor his appear- 
ance, that wlion the trial commenced 
he was ordered 
into the custody 
of 


the sheriff, and placed in jail when 
not in the court room. 
The reason 


for this is that it was not proper for 
a defendant and the jurors to be at

place. 
Wood 
constantly 
submerged 


in- water never 
rots, 
simply 
because 


there is an insiitilnient supply of air. 
Thia condition

soundness 
of the old Hultio piles. 


Ou the other hand, . if wood can 
bo 


kept air-dry it willnot decay because 
there willthen be too littlemoisture. 
The timber used

Egyptians 


willlast indefinitely so long as it is 
bone-dry. 


There are a great many cases,

ever, where it is impossible 
to keep 


wood submerged in water,

may be prevented 
by two

wbiob oauae decay and by treating it 
with oils which render it waterproof. 
A combination of these 
two methods 


ia most commonly used, as when wood 
is treated 
with creosote 
which fills 


up the pores in tbe timber and

powerful 


antiseptic.
